ſhall never come into Being more: But with 


Man it is otherwiſe, God has endowed Man 


with an immortal Soul, that ſhall never die; 
a Beginning, indeed, Man has, but he ſhall ne- 
ver have an End: When Death comes, his Soul 
ſhall, for ſome certain Space of Time, be ſepe- 
rated from his Body, and his Body laid a while 
to reſt in the Duſt of the Earth: ut the laß 
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2. Of the Perſons that ſhall be raiſed 3 that is, . 
All that are in their Graves, © 
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Tumpet wil ſound, and t hen all that are in their 
Graves ſhall hear his Voice and come forth; they 


that have done good unto the Reſurrection of Liſe, 
and they that have done evil, unto the Reſurrecti- 


on of Dammation. 

The Doctrine which I ſhall raiſe from hence, 

is this; that all Mankind, both Good and Bad, 

ſhall at the Sound of the luſt Trumpet be raiſed 

again from the Duſt of the Earh. | 
Now my Method fhall be this. 


1: To prove, thatthere ſhall be a Reſurrecti- 


3. By what Means the Dead ſhall be raiſed: 


That is, By the Sound of the laft Trumpet, they 
Vall hear the Voice, and ſhall come forth, 


4- The Different Eftate and Condition of all 


Men at the Reſurrection: They that have done 
good forall ariſe to the Reſurrettion of Life, but 
they that have done evil to the Reſurrection of 
Damnation. | 


5. And lafily, to convince us all, by way of 


Application, of the Drawing on of his Time, 
and therefore that we muſt not marvel at it 
Mar veln at this, for the Hour is coming, &c. 


1; To prove that there ſhall be a Reſurrecti 
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on; which I fhall do, firſt, from the Scripture, 
which is the true and infalſible Word of God, 
to inſtance in ſome few places, as Iſaiah 26 16. 
alſo 1. Cor, 15, where we have a large Deſcripy 
tion of the Reſurtection: Alſo, Acts 24. 15. 
And have hope towords God, which they themſelves 
alſo allow that there ſhall be a Reſuoeection both 


of the Jun and Unjuſt, Likewiſe 12 2. Aan 


that are aſleep in the Duſt ſhall awake, ſome to e- 
ver laſting Life, and ſome to Shame and everlafting 
Contempt. Alſo, Hof. 3. 14. God has there 
2 Redemption from Death, and to ran- 
om them from the Power of the Grave. 
Now if we would believe the Scripture, we 
muſt believe the Reſurrection of the Body; 


for the Word of God is true and faithful, and 


our Lord Jeſus Chriſt hath ſaid in his Goſpel, 

that Heaven and Earth ſhall paſs away, before 
one Jot or one Tittle of his Word ſhall fall to 
the Ground, Matth. 5. And beſides all this, 
thoſe Scripture Promiſes, which have already 
been fulfilled in all Ages of the World, may aſ- 
ſure us of the Accompliſhment of this one Pro- 
miſe: That our Bodies (hall be raiſed at the 
laſt Day, from the Duſt of the Earth. And 
this is my Father's Will, ſaith Chriſt, that, 
all that the Father hath given me, I ſhout 
loſe nothing, but ſhould raiſe it up at the laſt 
Day, John 6. 39. | 


2. That there ſhall be a Reſurrection of the 
Body, may be proved not only from Scripture; 
but alſo from Nature it ſelf : The Reſurrecti- 


on alſe is proved from Nature, as we may fee 
3 from 
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from Iſa. 26. 19. Thy dead Men ſhall live; 


together with my dead Body ſhall they ariſe ; 
awake and ſing, ye that dwell in the Duſt, for 
thy Dew is as the Dew of Herbs, and the 
Earth ſhall caſt out her Dead. The Dew is as 
the Dew of Herbs; which intimates to us thus 
much, that as the Herbs and Plants ſeems to be 
dead and whither'd all the Winter, yet in the 


Spring they revive, and come forth freſh and 


green; and as in the Night, the Sun is with- 
drawn, and the Day ſeems to be buried in the 
filent Night, yet in the Morning the Sun riſeth 
8s bright as ever, and enliveneth the World 
with its glorious Beams: So it is here: Tho 


the Bodies of Men and Women ſeem for a 


Time to be loſt, and turned to Duſt and Cor- 
ruption, yet in the glorious Morning of the Re- 
ſurrection, they ſhall be ah raiſed to Life, and 
revive to an immortal Eſtate. 


3. That there ſhall be a Reſurrection of the 
Body, may be proved alſo by the RefurreQion 
of Jeſus Chriſt; that as our Lord Jeſus Chriſt 
ſuffered, died, and was buried, that by his 
Death he might redeem us from Sin and Hell; 
ſo he aroſe again, that by the Vertue of his Re- 
ſurrection he might redeem us again from 
Death and the Grave: The Apoſtle makes the 


| Reſurre&ion of Chriſt the Foundation of our 


Reſurrection, as you may ſee, Cor. 15. 12. N 
f Chrift be preached that he aroſe from the Dead 
how ſay ſome of you, that there 1s no Reſurrection 
of the Dead? Now there was ſome that did not 
believe, that there was any Reſyrre&o0 
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of the Dead, and this their Incredulity and Un: 
belief the Apoftle cenſures, and proves, that 


there ſhall be a Reſurrect ion; and that from 
the Doctrine of Chriſt's Refurr&ion, intimdd 
ting, that if Chriſt be raiſed from the Dea Bi 
as he preached, that he is rilen; then it neea- 
muſt follow, that there muſt be a Reſurrection 
of all Men from the Grave. Now theſe Peo- 


ple that hold ſtrong that Opinion, that there 


ſhali be no Reſurrection of the Dead: Yet theſe 
ſame Men did preach that Chriſt was raiſed; 
but the Apoſtle tells them plain, That if it be 
ſo as they fay, that there is no Reſurrection of 
the Dead, then Chriſt is not riſen, Yer. 13. 
And if Chriſt be not fiſen, he tells them what 
a ſad Condition we are in; for all our Preaching, 


Praying, and all that we do and ſuffer for 


Chriſt is in vain, 14, F. But in Ver. 20. the 


Apoſtle reconciles both Arguments together. 
But now Chriſt is riſen from the Dead, and be - 


came the fir ſt Fruits of them that ſlept: So that 
here the Apoſtle aſſures them, that Chriſt is ri- 


ſen from the Dead, and by the Vertue and 


Power of his ReſurreRion, all Mank ind ſhall 
one Day be raiſed from the Grave. And beſides, 
we read in Matth. 27. That at the Reſurrecti- 
on of Chriſt, Graves opened, and many of the 
Bodies of the Saints which ſlept, aroſe out of 
their Graves; Which is an Earneſt to us, that 


by. the ſame Vertue and Power, all the Bodies 
of Men and Women, that are, and ever have 


Þeen, and ever ſhall be, to the World's End, 
mall be raiſed _ at the laſt Day, | 
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4. That there ſhall be a Reſurrection of the 


Body, is an Article of our Faith; therefore, 


we cannot deny the Reſurrection, except we 
remove our Belief, and deny our Chriſtianity 
It ſelf; this was an Article of the Apoſtles Faith, 
Ade 24. 15. And have hope towards God, 
which themſelves alſo allow, that there ſhall be 


a Reſurrection of the Dead, both of the Juſt 


and of the Unjuſt. 
J. And laſtly: There muſt of Neceſſity be a 


Reſurrection of the Dead, for the full Manifeſt- 


ation of all God's Attributes; for the Attri- 
butes of God are daily Manifeſt in his Provi- 
dential Diſpenſations; yet there will not be a 
full Manifeſtation of all his glorious Attributes, 
till the Reſurrection: Now many of God's At- 
' tributes are clouded under ſome dark Providence 
but at the Refurrection there ſhall be a full and 
glorious Manifeſlation of all God's Attributes. 


I. The glory of his Wiſdom : The Wiſdom 


of God is wonderfully declared, if we conſider ' 


of it in thoſe innumerable Sorts of Creatures, 
which he hath made in ſuch a Holy aud Beauti- 
ſul Order and Manner, and in his fo Wiſely or- 
dering and Governing all Things and Creatures, 
for his own Glory, and the good of his People. 
But Oh! how wonderfully will the Wiſdom of 
God be Manifeſted by all the World at the Re 
ſarreftion, when both the Earth, Fire, and Wa- 
ter (hall caſt forth their Dead, and not one Man, 
Woman, nor Child, of all the Seed of Adam, 


ſhall be leſt; and every Part and Member of

which they belong, and every Soul ſhall enter 
into his own Bo 


But it may be ſome will object and ay, How |

To this I-anſwer, that no Man, indeed, this 


Fe is impoſſible to be; but if God be Infinite in 
his Wiſdom and Power, as indeed he is, then 
he makes the Duit of every Man, Woman, 


and Child, and by his All wiſe Providence knows 
what Duft belongs to ſuch and ſuch a Body 
where ever it is ſcattered : He in his Wiſdom 
alſo knows what [uſt belongs to ſuch and ſuch

where it is ſcattered; he likewiſe knows how: 


to joyn Bone to his Borie, and every Part in bis 


right Place and Order; O what wonderful dif.

2. Here will be a wonderful Manife ſtation of 
God's Power alſo: The Power of. God is nos

great Fabrick oi this World is, and in his ſpread- 

ing the Heavens round the Earth, and bis Dange 

ing the Mioſt upon nothing, here js a great De» + 

Claration of God's Power: But Oh! ho the 

Power of God will be Manifeſt at lat tothe 
A Fo Y; 
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Whole World; when he ſhall caufe the Earth 
to ſhake, and the Mountains to tremble, and 
the Heavens to paſs away with a Fear Noiſe, 

and to be rolled up like a Scroll; and the Graves 
ſhall open, and bots Earth, Fire, and Water 
mall give up their Dead, and all Mankind ſhafl 
revive again. | OFT ne An 
Friends : Here will then be a Declaration of 
infinite Power!

how faithful and gracious he is towards peni- 


rent Sinners, in rewarding them according to 
his gracious Promiſes; and then both Saints 
and Reprobates ſhall confeſs, That the Lord is 
Juſt and Righteous in all his Ways, and Holy 
in all his Works - 

Thus I have ſufficiently proved, that there 


will be a Reſurrection of the Dead. 


2. The ſecond Thing to be conſidered from 
the Text, is the Number of the Dead which 
ſhall be raiſed; that is, All; for fo ſaith the 


Lord and. Saviour here in the Text; The Hour

appear then in the Stature and Fullneſs of Chriſt 
that is of a Middle Stature, or of that Stature

St. John did ſee in 


his Viſion, that the Sea gave up her Dead; and 
Death and Hell, that is, the Ezrth and the 
G aves, caſt up their Dead, and all judged ac- 
cording to their Works, All the Elements at 


the Call of Chriſt muſt give up their Dead, all - 


that the Fire hath conſumed and burnt to Afhes; 
all that ever hath been loſt in the Sea; and all 


- that ever hath been buried in the Earth, as ſoon 


as the laſt Trumpet ſounds, they muſt all come 


forth, none ſhall be ſo great as to eſcape, nor 
none fhall be ſo ſmall as to be forgotten. O 


what a great, what a vaſt aſſembly will there 
be, when all the Sons and Daughters of Adam 
ſhall meet together. To ſee an Army of Men 
together we think. it is a great Sight, If all 
the Men and Women in England were to meet 


together at one Place, what a great, what an 
4nvinſible great Aſſembly would there ſeem to be. 
But alaſs! what is England to the whole World, 


it is counted but a Garden plat to other Nati- 
ons: And what is the whole World now living, 


in reſpect of all Ages that are paſt and to _ 
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All the Hlaelites of old, which were countel ; 


as the Sands of the Sea, they were lo inume- 
rable; and beſides them, fo many Millions of 
Millions that have been flain in the Wars, and 
ſo many Thouſands that have been ſwallowed 


up in Earthquakes, and ſo many Thonſands and 


Millions of Millions that have died by the 
Peſtilence, and all other mortal Diſtempers in 


all Ages of the Woeld; and all that have di - 


ed naturally in Infaucy, in Youth, in middle 


Age, and old Age, and all that are now living, 


and that ſhall live to the World's End: When 


all theſe ſhall meet together at the General 


Reſurrection, O what a wonderful Meeting 
will there be! We muſt all appear before the 
Jadgement Seat of Chrift, ſaith the Apoſtle, 2. 
Friends, both you that read this Treatiſe 
and I that write, we muſt all make our Ap- 
pearance there, for all that are in their Grayes

Many there be which afficm, that there ſhall be 
a thouſand Years bet wixt the Reſurrection of 


the Saints, and the Wicked; that the Saints 
ſhall all ariſe at the“ Coming of Chriſt in the 
Clouds, with all his glorious Train of Heagenly 
Hoſt, and ſhall reign with him a thouſand Years 


upon the Earth; and that the reſt of the Dead- 
ariſe not until that thouſand Years isaccomp- 


liſh'd, Rev. 20, 5, Some fay, This is meant the 


compleat Number ofa thouland Years; and ſome 
ſay the Meaning of the Spirit of God there, is 


not the Number of a thovſand Years, but only 


a conſiderable Space of Time: but | will not 


affirm any thing of that; yet this we are cer- 


tain, that there ſhall be a Difference between 


the Reſurrection of the Good and Bad, in Reſ- 
pect of Time: For St, Paul is plain in this caſe, 
as We may ſee, 1 Theſſ. 4. 16. He faith, That 
the Dead in Chriſt ſhall ariſe: And if the Dead

the State and Condition of the Bodies of their 
Poſterity, if the y had not ſinned; but Sin hath 
firipp'd us of allglorious Beauty and Ornament 


and, without artificial Cloathiog, our Bodies 


are very loathſome and vile, the Bodies of the 


Saints ſhall be changed and faſhioned like unto 
the glorious Body of Chriſt. 

But, on the other fide, the Bodies of the 
Wicked ſhall at the Reſurrection appear more 
monſtrqus, vile, and deformed, than they were 
before in their State of Nature: And be ſides, 
the Bodies of the Saints ſhall be delivered from 
that Lumpiſhneſs and Heavineſs that they de 


now cloged with, and inſtead of Natural Bo- 
dies, they ſhall be made Spiritual Bodies, Ix Cor. 


TY. 44. and ſhall fly too and fro as ſwift as Spi- 
rits; but as for the Wicked, they ſhall 


bound Wand and Foot, and caft into utter Dark- 


neſs, there ſhall be Weeping and Gnaſhing of 
Teeth, Matt. 135 43. | Fifthly, 
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| ge and Lash, There ſhall alſo be a vaſt 
Di 


crence betwixt the Reſurrection of the 
Good and Bad, in reſpe& to their final State 
and Condition, that they ſhall be raiſed unto 3 
They that have done Good, unto the Reſurrec- 
tion of Life ; and they that have done Evil, to 
the Reſurrection of Damnation: The Good be- 


ing firſt raiſed, and then the Wicked; and then 
immediately after, the Reſurre&inn both of 
the Juſt anq of the Unjuſt : Then they ſhall 


'be divided one from another, As a Shepherd 


does 8 from the Goats, 2 Mat. 25. And he 
ſmall ſet t 


e Sheep on his right Hand, but the 
Goats on the left. At firſt ſhall be pronounced 


the joyful Sentence upon the Righteous, Come 


K bleſſed of my Father, inherit the Kingdom; 
ut the Wicked ſhall be ſent away with thar 
dolefal Sentence, Depart from me, ye curſed, 
into everlaſting Fire, prepared for the Devil, 
and his Angels.

not marvel at it, There were ſome in our Sa- 


viour's Time, and alſo ſome in the Apoſtle's 
Time, and ſome there are in our Times, that 


marve) when they hear of the Reſurrecti on of 


the Body, and of a general Judgment: They 


will not believe it; but, oh! how ſtrange ſoe- 


mr they make of it, our bleſſed Saviour aſſured 


vthee of it, and tells them that it will certainly 
de: Therefore this Doctrine may ſerve to con-

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Vince vs 238 3 
Fim, Of the general Reſurrection, and Da 
ef Judgement: For I have in this Diſcourl 
proved it by ſeveral Arguments, that thera 
mall be a Reſurrection both of the Juſt and of 
the Unjuft; and there is nothing more certain 
than Death, ſo there is nothing more certain 
than a general Reſarre&ion after Death. 
"Secondly, This may convince us, that as there 
ſhall be a general Reſurrection, ſo the Time 
when the Reſurrection ſhall be, is drawing 
near, ſo ſaith our Lord Chriſt himſelf here in 


the Text, Marvel not at this, the Hour is ce- - 


ming, wherein all that are in the Graves ſhall 
hear his Voice and come forth: Tho' our blef- 


ſed Saviour tells us, Matth. 24. That neither 


Men nor Angels know when the Time ſhall be, 
yet he aſſures us, That the Time is coming, 
Acts 17. 31. we fee there that God hath appoin- 
ted a Day wherein he will jadge the World; 
And this appointed Time is drawing nearer and 
"nearer; do we not ſee how Days and Nights 
wheel abont-apace ? Yea, ſo faſt is the Time of 
the general Reſurrection coming on, ſo many 
times as the Sun has wheel'd round the World 
ſince the Creation, ſo many Rounds is the 
Thread wound off,. and ſtill keeps winding off, 
aud it will not be long er it will be all wound 
off. It is now near 1734 Years, (ince our Lord 


Chriſt aſcended up into Heaven; the Angels 


ſaidunto the Men of Nazareth, that this ſame 
Jeſus ſhall ſo come again, as you have ſeeen 


him go into Heaven, Act, I. and the Time - 
ever ſince has been drawing nearer and nes 125 
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and the Time now certaivly cannot be long 2 
Ce 


But that our Lord Jeſus Chriſt will come in t 
Clouds, and then the Trumpet will ſound; and 
the Dead ſhall be raiſed, and both Quick and 
Dead muſt make their general Appearance. 
Firft, Here is a Uſe of Reproof to ſuch as 
take Liberty to run on in Sin, putting far from 
th em the Evil Day: And becauſe the Lord ſee- 
meth to delay his coming, therefore their 
Hea rts are ſet in them to do Evil. There were 
ſo ne in the Apoſtles Days, and I fear there are 


| many ſuch in theſe our. Days, that walk after 


their own Luſt, and ſaying,, Where is the Pro- 


miſe of his Coming? For fince the Father fell 


afleep, all things continue, as they were-from 
the Beginning of the Creation, 2. Peter 3. 34. 
But the Apoſtle tells them, Ver. 8 9. That the 


Lord is not ſlack concerning his Prom fe, (as 


ſome Men count ſlack neſs) but his long (uiF-r- 
ing towards us, not willing that any ſhould pe- 
riſh : Bat the Day of the Lord, whenever it 


comes, will come as a Thief in the Night, Ver. 


10, And when Man ſhall ſay, Peace and Safe- 
ty, then ſuddenly cometh Deſtruction upon 
them, as Travell upon a Woman with Child, 
and they ſhall not eſcape. My Friends, pray 
have a Care; for though you think as the Lord 
delayeth his Coming, and thereupon you take 
Liberty to your ſelves to fulfill the Deſite of 
the Fleſh, yet take you heed len th: Lord come 
in a Dey when you look not for him, and in an 
Hour v hen you are not aware of, and cut youu 
afunder, and appgint your Portion among its 
Hypoc, 18es; there mall be weeping aud gnaſh-

2. A Uſe of Kxhortation: If it be o, tfrat 
the Lord Jeſus Chriſt will certainly come, and 
ſhortly come, and we muſt all be preſented be- 
fore him, then how ſhould we live here witlt 
all Care and Cireumſpection, that we may be 
found of him in Peace, blameleſs and without 
Spot: How ſhould we labour to be holy in all 
manner of Converſation, and Godlineſs; look - 
ing for, and haftening unto the coming of the 
Day of God ? 2. Pet. 3. 11. Let this bea 
ſtrong Motive to move all Chriſtians to Duty 
and Obedience, and to Preſeveranee therein, 
lot the Word of St. James be as a Spur to prick, 
you up to be ſtedfaſt, and to hold out in the 
Work of the Lord. Jam. 5 8. Be · penitent 
therefore, Brethre:i®; eſtabli ur Hearts, for 
the coming of the Lord draweth nigh. And let 
me exhort all in the Words of our Saviour, 
Mark 13. 33. Watch you therefore, for yon 
kno'y not when the Time is: And what I fay 
unto you, I ſay unto all, Watch And in the 
Words of the Apoſtle, Heb. 10. 24. Exhort- 
ing one another ſo much the more, as you ſee 
the Day approaching. 8 

And farther to encourage us in Well-doing, 
and to de the more diligent, to rebuke, to ex- 
hort, to perſwade, and enconrage one another 
in Well-doing, let us conſider, that we muſt 
all one Day, meet together to be the Acquit-
